ANNUAL  MEETING  AND  CONFERENCE 
January  27,  1943 

The  Fifty-second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation  was 
held  at  the  University  Club,  Boston,  on  January  27,  1943,  with 
President  Robert  Walcott  presiding.  All  reports  of  officers  and 
committees  for  1942  were  presented,  and  appropriate  action 
taken. 

The  Standing  Committee  recommended  changing  name  to 
"The  Trustees  of  Beautiful  and  Historic  Places".  It  was  felt 
that  the  name  "Trustees  of  Public  Reservations"  was  a  deterrent 
to  substantial  bequests  inasmuch  as  the  words  "Public  Reserva- 
tions" suggested  areas  maintained  by  State  funds. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  change  in  name  will  result  in  more  be- 
quests and  members,  as  the  sole  support  of  the  work  of  The 
Trustees  comes  from  voluntary  subscriptions  together  with  the 
income  from  a  limited  endowment  fund. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  of  the  Corporation,  130 
members  and  associates,  including  guests,  delegates  from 
various  organizations  interested  in  The  Trustees  had  lunch. 

President  Walcott  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  2:15  P.M. 

The  Annual  Award  for  distinguished  service  for  conservation 
was  presented  to  Frederick  Law  Olmsted. 

Frederick  Law  Olmsted,  an  American  Landscape  architect,  was 
responsible  for  conserving  the  original  plan  for  the  development  of 
the  City  of  Washington.  He  also  crystallized  the  National  Park 
Idea  by  framing  the  park  formula  in  the  Act  that  was  passed  by 
Congress  in  1916  establishing  the  National  Park  Service: 

...  to  conserve  the  scenery  and  the  natural  and  his- 
toric objects  and  the  wildlife  therein  and  to  provide  for 
the  enjoyment  of  the  same  in  such  manner  and  by  such 
means  as  will  leave  them  unimpaired  for  the  enjoyment 
of  future  generations." 

Mr.  Olmsted,  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Council  of  the  American 
Planning  and  Civic  Association,  is  a  Consultant  with  the  National 
Park  Service. 

President  Walcott:  It  is  my  pleasant  duty  to  present  the 
conservation  medal. 
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What  is  conservation?  It  is  the  preservation  of  what  we  have 
with  an  implication  that  there  shall  be  proper  direction  for  the 
future.  In  this  broad  sense  I  suppose  all  present  here  are  con- 
servationists. We  wish  first  of  all  to  preserve  the  American 
way  of  life  with  its  four  freedoms  and  keep  them  from  harm, 
decay  or  loss.  Since  that  in  the  language  of  Woodrow  Wilson 
is  "Our  Increasing  Purpose"  it  may  be  asked  why  we  are  con- 
cerning ourselves  here  and  now  with  perhaps  less  important 
matters.  The  Standing  Committee  had  this  in  mind  when  they 
determined  to  make  this  a  simpler  lunch  than  we  have  had  in 
the  past,  but  since  we  must  have  an  annual  meeting  and  mem- 
bers must  lunch  somewhere  we  thought  it  would  be  injudicious 
to  omit  the  luncheon  this  year  and  not  altogether  gracious  to  the 
recipient  of  our  Conservation  Medal.  Moreover,  the  notice 
of  our  luncheon  is  news  and  news  is  propaganda.  The  goose 
that  laid  the  golden  eggs  ceased  because  she  had  no  propa- 
ganda. The  Trustees  do  not  wish  that  fate  to  occur  to  their 
efforts. 

The  Chairman  of  our  Standing  Committee  will  now  tell  you 
of  some  of  our  most  recent  golden  eggs, — Mr.  Bird 

For  some  years  I  have  reported  the  annual  accomplishments 
of  the  Standing  Committee  of  The  Trustees  of  Public  Reser- 
vations. In  these  times  of  great  events  it  is  difficult  to  make 
our  modest  work  interesting,  but  we  have  held  our  course  as 
best  we  could  with  hope  and  belief  in  better  days  to  come.  In 
spite  of  the  uncertainties  of  the  time  and  the  future,  it  was 
agreed  this  year  that  it  was  our  duty  to  be  active  and  carry  on, 
with  strict  economy,  as  normally  as  possible. 

Over  twenty  reservations  have  been  entrusted  to  our  care. 
Though  it  is  our  policy  to  maintain  them  in  as  natural  a  state 
as  possible,  there  is  always  much  work  to  do. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  local  committees  which  were 
appointed  a  few  years  ago  to  manage  our  properties  have  as- 
sumed more  responsibility,  and  I  want  to  thank  our  Reserva- 
tion Committee  for  finding  so  many  able  and  conscientious  men 
and  women  ready  to  serve  us.  We  believe  in  decentralized 
government,  whether  it  is  in  the  administration  of  large  or  small 
human  interests,  and  trust  that  the  members  of  these  com- 
mittees will  feel  that  they  have  complete  freedom  of  action 
guarded  only  by  the  general  policies  which  govern  our  trustee- 
ship. 

Our  endowment  has  always  been  woefully  small,  and  with 
the  shrinking  rates  of  interest  and  dividends,  our  income  from 
this  source  is  less  than  ever.  We  must  continue  to  widen  the 
base  of  support  by  increasing  our  membership. 

I  am  very  glad  to  welcome  this  year  1  New  Founder  Member, 
3  New  Life  Members,  and  20  New  Associate  Members. 
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Our  Secretary  lectured  many  times  to  different  gatherings. 
We  distributed  2000  copies  of  our  Year  Book,  and  have  tried 
to  increase  public  interest  in  our  work. 

Our  Society  has  never  sought  extensive  areas  of  any  par- 
ticular tax  value.  Our  services  to  the  public  is  to  acquire  by 
gift  or  purchase,  with  suitable  endowment,  and  keep  them  open, 
for  public  use,  places  of  some  unique  quality  of  outstanding 
character,  natural  beauty,  or  of  historic  interest.  With  the 
slogan  we  adopted  a  few  years  ago,  "Add  three  reservations  a 
year",  we  have  been  successful  in  attaining  this  goal  for  the  past 
few  years.  It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  report  that  we  have  not 
failed  this  year. 

With  deep  appreciation  to  the  donors,  I  am  pleased  to  an- 
nouce  the  following  additions: 

First — 300  acres  of  woodland  in  Medfield,  known  as  "Rocky 
Woods",  given  us  by  Dr.  Joel  E.  Goldthwait.  Within  easy 
reach  of  centers  of  population,  we  know  that  with  a  suitable 
endowment,  this  will  be  an  increasingly  valuable  reservation. 

Under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  Goldthwait,  who  has  already 
improved  this  fine  park  by  ponds,  paths,  and  picnic  sites,  a 
local  committee  will  continue  to  supervise  its  future. 

Second — Three  acres  adjoining  Rocky  Woods  Reservation, 
given  by  Moses  Ellis  in  memory  of  his  father. 

Third — 130  acres  with  an  endowment  of  $10,000  left  to  us 
by  the  only  public  bequest  of  the  late  A.  Lawrence  Lowell, 
containing  one  of  the  most  beautiful  stands  of  ancient  holly 
trees  anywhere.  Now  entrusted  to  our  care,  it  is  to  be  pre- 
served forever.  I  say  "forever" — a  vague  and  hopeful  thought, 
for  I  always  remember  that  Julius  Caeser  left  a  very  great  park 
on  the  Janiculum  Hill  to  the  citizens  of  Rome  forever,  with  an 
adequate  endowment.  Today  the  site  has  been  forgotten,  and 
as  for  the  endowment  it  has  long  since  "gone  with  the  wind". 

150  acres  with  house  and  gardens  in  Sudbury  were  generously 
offered  to  us  by  Mr.  Joseph  E.  Chandler.  As  this  property, 
however,  was  more  suited  for  a  botanical  garden  than  a  public 
reservation,  we  interested  the  Massachusetts  Horticultural 
Society  in  accepting  it. 

Having  suggested  for  some  years  the  advantages  of  the  ex- 
tension of  Metropolitan  Park  district  in  what  is  called  the  "Bay 
Circuit",  we  sponsored  a  bill  before  the  legislature,  sending  to 
senators  and  legislators  and  others,  400  large  maps  of  the  Bay 
Circuit  plan,  together  with  reprints  of  articles  and  editorials 
from  newspapers  and  copies  of  our  Vice-President,  Henry  M. 
Channing's  pamphlet,  "The  Advantages  of  Enlarging  the 
Metropolitan  Park  District,  Including  Cities  and  Towns  within 
Twenty-Five  Miles  of  the  State  House."    It  passed  the  Com- 
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mittee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs  favorably,  but  was  very  properly 
referred  to  the  next  Annual  Session.  Our  Secretary  devoted 
time  and  energy  to  this  which  may  some  day,  I  trust,  bear  fruit. 

There  should  be  bold  planning,  for  future  recreations  and 
conservation.  More  shore  areas,  ponds,  reservations,  and  ad- 
ditions to  our  public  forests  are  needed.  If  a  comprehensive 
plan  of  development  with  definite  goals  to  be  reached  each  year 
was  provided,  much  could  be  done,  for  it  only  takes  specific  and 
clearly  defined  objectives  to  find  help  from  many  sources 
otherwise  dormant  and  inactive.  Such  a  suggestion  as  that  of 
the  National  Resources  Planning  Board,  of  a  highway  running 
through  New  England  in  continuation  of  the  Skyline  Drive  of 
Virginia,  shows  vision.  Though  this  suggestion  may  have 
objections  due  to  the  injury  it  might  be  to  the  wilderness  charac- 
ter of  New  England,  it  is  nevertheless  the  sort  of  planning  that 
counts.  Planning  which  is  devoted  to  much  detailed  study  of 
a  variety  of  problems  often  gets  so  involved  that  any  program 
of  action  with  specific  aims  clearly  defined  is  often  forgotten 
and  lost. 

This  short  story  of  our  work  does  not  cover  fully  the  many 
varieties  of  the  activities  of  our  Secretary.  It  does,  however, 
give  some  evidences  of  accomplishment. 

The  following  quotation  from  the  last  Annual  Report  of  the 
National  Trust  of  England,  a  document  fine  in  its  boldness  of 
spirit,  applies  as  well  to  us: 

"There  is  still  no  end  to  the  work,  and  consequently 
no  limit  to  what  can  be  spent  on  preservation.  The 
Council  are  sure  that  in  spite  of  the  dangerous  times 
they  can  count  upon  the  friends  of  the  Trust  not  to 
relinquish  their  support  in  the  doubtful  days  ahead  of  us." 
As  you  know,  the  National  Trust  sprang  directly  from  our 
Trustees  of  Public  Reservations.    From  its  report  it  is  clear 
that  it  is  becoming  the  recognized  national  agency  in  England, 
not  only  for  preserving  undeveloped  open  spaces,  but  as  trustees 
of  great  estates  of  great  historic  and  architectural  interest. 

Since  our  last  meeting  we  have  lost  from  our  Corporation 
Hon.  A.  Lawrence  Lowell,  a  long  time  friend  of  our  efforts, 
present  at  the  first  of  our  luncheon  meetings,  a  member  of  our 
Corporation  since  1911  and  life  associate  1930.  His  bequest  to 
us  of  his  much  loved  peninsula  in  Wakeby  Pond,  Mashpee, 
enables  us  to  make  visual  record  of  this  interest  by  adding  to 
the  twenty  properties  administered  by  the  Trustees.

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ESTABLISHMENT  OF  POLICIES 
FOR  THE  RESERVATIONS 

by  Fletcher  Steele 

The  general  purposes  for  which  the  Reservations  are  acquired 
and  maintained  are  known  and  agreed  upon.  They  included 
several  intentions  which  overlap.  All  of  them  are  good.  Their 
relative  importance  is  open  to  personal  interpretation,  however, 
and  too  much  stress  in  one  direction  is  apt  to  nullify  or  actually 
obstruct  the  useful  pursuit  of  other  aims. 

This  is  particularly  evident  where  authority  is  divided  and 
checks  and  balances  are  not  exercised.  On  the  Reservations 
of  the  Trustees  final  authority  is  vested  in  them  and  imple- 
mented by  the  Standing  Committee.  The  latter  entrusts 
maintenance  and  even  construction  work  to  local  committees 
which  act  largely  according  to  their  own  judgment  as  required 
by  local  exigencies.  Consequently  the  Standing  Committee 
has  a  somewhat  vague,  mainly  second-hand  knowledge  of  what 
goes  on.  The  Local  Committees  with  changing  membership 
do  as  well  as  they  can.  But  they  are  given  no  program  to 
guide  and  help  them.  What  to  do  in  detail  they  learn  from 
their  own  inspiration.  The  result  may  well  be  a  muddled,  do- 
nothing  state  of  mind  on  the  part  of  the  Local  Committee. 

This  was  brought  home  to  me  last  summer.  I  went  over  the 
newly  acquired  Elliott  Reservation  with  Miss  Olive  Simes  of 
the  Local  Committee  which  had  just  been  appointed  and  was 
ready  to  go  ahead  but  had  no  definite  instructions.  Sprout 
growth  was  coming  up  everywhere,  hurting  the  laurel,  swallow- 
ing open  glades  and  obscuring  vistas.  Miss  Simes  remarked 
that  the  place  had  been  more  beautiful  some  years  ago,  shortly 
after  the  cattle  had  been  turned  out.  She  was  modest  about 
the  scope  of  the  local  committee  work  and  supposed  that  Nature 
was  to  be  allowed  to  go  its  own  way. 

In  the  name  of  the  Standing  Committee  I  took  the  liberty 
of  making  a  policy,  saying:  "You  remember  how  this  place 
looked  at  its  best.  Why  not  put  it  back  as  it  was  then  and  keep 
it  that  way?  Cut  out  all  interfering  scrub.  Let  in  the  same 
amount  of  light  that  it  formerly  had.  Clear  the  vales  and 
openings  in  the  woods.  Encourage  the  big  trees  and  remove 
the  young  stuff  that  is  getting  in  their  way.  Borrow  some 
cattle  for  a  week  or  two  if  that  would  help."  Miss  Simes  al- 
lowed that  this  was  a  definite,  tangible  policy  which  they  could 
work  by,  and  they  did,  all  summer. 
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Later  Mr.  Ellery  and  I  went  with  the  Local  Committee  to 
Monument  Mountain.  They  had  been  considering  tree  cut- 
ting and  were  of  several  opinions.  A  short  time  before  the 
Standing  Committee  had  declared  the  policy  of  not  permitting 
scrub  and  undergrowth  to  increase  and  thus  conceal  the  great 
crag.  When  our  opinion  was  asked,  Mr.  Ellery  and  I  were  on 
sure  ground  in  recommending  that  any  cutting  of  large  trees  be 
postponed;  that  energy  be  used  to  remove  the  quantities  of 
scrub  that  all  agreed  should  be  cleared.  When  the  offending 
undergrowth  was  out  of  the  way  the  picture  would  change, 
allowing  better  consideration  of  possible  elimination  of  large 
trees.  This  was  in  line  with  the  policy  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee and  made  sense.  Members  of  the  Local  Committee 
expressed  appreciation  of  the  intent  of  the  Standing  Committee 
in  directing  attention  to  the  major  landscape  problem  while 
scrupulously  refraining  from  giving  detailed  orders  or  instruc- 
tions. 

It  is  rather  loosely  supposed  that  a  forest  reservation  should 
be  left  as  Nature  would  have  it.  But  instinctively  we  make 
mental  reservations.  If  altogether  untouched,  there  would  be 
no  trails  or  picnic  grounds.  Undergrowth  would  soon  clog  up 
the  place;  fine  trees  would  be  smothered  and  hurricane  timber 
would  lie  where  it  fell.  Lightning  would  strike.  Fire  would 
burn  and  could  not  be  stopped  when  it  got  started.  Our 
Reservations  must  be  natural  within  bounds,  but  not  left  al- 
together untouched. 

Sometimes  a  good  deal  of  touching-up  is  needed.  The  new 
Rocky  Woods  Reservation  is  a  case  in  point.  It  is  my  under- 
standing that  this  reservation  is  being  prepared  as  part  of  a 
possible  outer  extension  of  the  Metropolitan  Park  area.  This 
would  make  desirable  a  system  of  trails,  petted  outlooks,  cod- 
dled points  of  special  attraction,  the  making  of  ponds  and  similar 
tricks  capable  of  attracting  the  jaded  city  dweller.  He  must 
have  help  in  learning  to  enjoy  the  countryside  and  this  is  one 
legitimate  aid.  Such  matters  are  being  well  developed  at 
Rocky  Woods.  Nevertheless,  the  purpose  might  properly  be 
expressed  in  a  formal  policy  so  that  it  could  not  be  forgotten  or 
neglected  if  Dr.  Goldthwait  were  not  in  charge.  It  is  not  at 
all  the  same  treatment  that  might  be  desirable  in  a  more  re- 
mote place. 

Analogous  problems  arise  with  an  historical  monument. 
Mr.  Fletcher  took  me  out  to  the  Old  Manse  to  consider  what 
had  better  be  done  about  some  neglected  planting  next  to  the 
house.    Without  a  program  it  was  impossible  to  advise.  There 
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is  no  right  or  wrong  about  cutting  or  planting  except  in  relation 
to  a  desired  result.  Without  that  it  would  be  a  mistake  to  do 
anything  whatever  at  the  Old  Manse.  At  present  it  looks 
neglected,  untidy  and  rather  melancholy.  It  is  unquestionably 
romantic.  Merely  tidying  here  and  there  without  a  long-vision 
scheme  would  deprive  it  of  the  character  that  it  now  has  to 
substitute  mere  suburban  neatness,  a  doubtful  blessing  under 
this  special  circumstance. 

The  Old  Manse  is  a  colonial  building  which  overlooked  the 
Battle  of  Concord.  About  three  quarters  of  a  century  after 
that,  Hawthorne  went  there  to  live.  By  then  it  had  changed 
a  lot  as  village  places  do.  Now,  a  hundred  years  later,  it  has 
changed  again.  In  the  future  even  minimum  maintenance  will 
make  its  own  alterations,  bringing  in  a  touch  of  1943  and  other 
years  to  come  unless  all  is  done  with  careful  regard  for  a  pro- 
gram. 

Several  policies  are  available,  any  one  of  which  would  serve. 
Should  it  be  brought  back  to  its  original  aspect — as  it  looked 
when  the  Battle  was  fought?  Or  as  it  was  when  Concord  was 
the  cultural  center  of  the  country?  As  it  was  when  taken  over 
by  the  Trustees?  Or  as  it  may  be  spruced  up  according  to 
modern  lights  without  much  regard  for  the  past? 

Whether  considering  woodland,  shore  or  historical  shrine, 
people  would  not  agree  on  relative  values.  One  would  do  one 
thing,  another  another.  All  sorts  of  cooks  would  put  in  their 
spoonful  of  sugar,  salt  and  pepper,  according  to  personal  likes 
and  dislikes  or  the  fashion  of  the  day.  Even  if  all  were  pos- 
sessed of  common  sense  and  good  taste,  the  final  result  would 
be  hodge-podge — a  banal  little-of-everything. 

A  program  is  needed  for  all  the  Reservations.  Their  mainte- 
nance and  development  should  follow  general  policies  and  oc- 
casionally more  detailed  schemes,  fixed  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee as  an  ideal  toward  which  the  Local  Committee  should 
work.  In  most  cases,  no  doubt,  these  general  policies  would 
be  studied  in  collaboration  with  the  Local  Committee.  Once 
stated,  they  would  stand  as  a  description  of  the  work  which  the 
Local  Committee  was  appointed  to  do  in  assisting  the  general 
welfare  intended  by  the  Trustees.

Notwithstanding  that  the  land  next  adjacent  on  the  west 
has  been  occupied  as  a  military  post  during  the  past  year,  no 
objections  were  raised  by  the  Army  or  the  Coast  Guard  to  the 
use  of  the  reservation  by  the  public.

Last  spring  there  were  many  flower  buds  in  evidence,  but  as 
the  season  progressed,  it  was  clear  that  they  had  been  injured 
by  severe  frosts,  which  could  be  definitely  traced  to  several 
days  of  sub-zero  temperature  in  January,  and  to  heavy  frosts 
in  the  spring  in  this  general  area  and  nearby  locations.  Domestic 
plantings  of  rhododendrons  were  similarly  affected. 

As  a  consequence  of  these  frosts,  practically  all  the  buds 
were  killed,  with  only  a  dozen  or  two  blooms  noted  in  July. 

During  the  summer  there  was  a  considerable  infestation  of 
lace  fly.  One  of  our  benefactors  employed  the  firm  of  White  & 
Franke,  Inc.,  who  sprayed  the  infested  area  on  two  occasions.

The  Coast  Guard  have  been  very  co-operative  in  keeping  a 
watch  on  the  Island  since  the  young  man  left.

During  the  past  year  the  grounds  have  been  kept  up,  eco- 
nomically but  reasonably  neat.  If  we  have  erred  it  has  been 
on  the  shaggy  side,  partly  because  of  expense,  but  partly  also 
because  we  have  feared  lest  by  over-attention  the  Manse  might 
lose  its  old  and  authentic  appearance. 

About  a  year  ago  quite  extensive  work  was  done  to  make  the 
house  secure  against  the  prowlers  that  from  time  to  time  have 
pried  their  way  inside.  Bolts,  locks,  bars,  and  a  complete 
installation  of  heavy  plywood  shutters  over  the  ground  floor 
windows  have  been  provided.  We  all  now  feel  both  relieved 
and  fairly  safe. 

During  last  Spring  and  Summer,  we  were  able  to  have  photo- 
stat copies  made  by  the  Widener  Library  at  Harvard  of  about 
thirty-five  of  Dr.  Ripley's  Sermons — of  which  we  have  a  great 
many  in  their  original  manuscript.  The  negative  photostats 
became  our  property.  By  this  procedure  we  are  aiding  the 
general  cause  of  study,  and  at  the  same  time  building  up  our 
own  facilities  for  research,  all  at  no  expense  to  ourselves. 
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Considering  that  the  Old  Manse  is  maintained  primarily  to 
give  a  certain  intellectual  pleasure  to  the  interested  public,  and 
inasmuch  as  our  1651  visitors  seemed  unusually  glad  they  came, 
we  should  be  well  pleased  to  have  had  the  house  open. 

We  must  close  on  a  very  sad  note.  During  the  year  this 
Committee  lost  that  member  who  shared  with  Mrs.  Keyes  in 
the  success  of  keeping  the  Manse  a  really  vital  shrine.  George 
Keyes  died  suddenly  in  May.  We  shall  miss  badly  all  the 
special  qualities  that  he  brought  into  the  problem  of  maintain- 
ing and  explaining  the  old  house  and  its  historic  furnishings. 
His  wide  and  intimate  knowledge  of  Concord  and  Concord 
people,  his  artistic  appreciation,  his  effervescent  wit  made  him 
an  inestimable  value  to  the  Committee  and  to  the  whole  enter- 
prise. This  year  the  Old  Manse  lost  another  of  its  many  vivid 
New  England  personalities.

In  Cohasset  and  Hingham.  575  acres  of  beautiful  woodland 
including  Turkey  Hill  (187  ft.).  Presented  by  the  Whitney 
Woods  Association  and  other  friends,  with  an  endowment. 
The  United  States  Government  has  recently  taken  125  acres 
of  the  original  tract  for  ammunition  storage  and  has  built  a  rail- 
road track  across  the  remaining  area.  Regard  for  public  safety 
has  led  the  Trustees  to  discourage  visitors  from  crossing  the 
railroad  and  they  have  named  the  portion  westerly  of  this  rail- 
road "Thayer  Woods." 

Much  as  we  deplore  the  location  of  the  railroad  track,  divid- 
ing the  reservation  into  two  parts,  the  re-arrangement  of  trails 
has  done  away  with  its  disagreeable  features  and  opened  to  view 
several  localities  of  great  interest. 

The  total  number  of  guests  during  the  year  is  4000  and  1600 
soldiers  have  enjoyed  the  privileges  free  of  cost.

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As  the  Coast  Guard  requires  those  who  wish  to  enter  the 
Misery  Island  Reservation  to  be  finger-printed,  and  the  Halibut 
Point  Reservation  is  very  closely  guarded,  these  reservations 
are  practically  closed  for  the  duration  of  the  War. 

Whitney  Woods  Reservation  has  provided  some  two  hundred 
large  red  and  white  oaks  for  the  making  of  landing  barges  for 
the  Navy. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  bequest  of  Dr.  A.  Lawrence  Lowell, 
of  his  130  acres  at  Mashpee  with  $10,000  endowment.  This 
property  contains  a  large  number  of  very  fine  holly  trees. 

We  appreciate  the  conscientious  interest  that  the  local 
committees  have  taken  in  our  reservations. 

We  need  $2500.  to  complete  the  payment  for  the  Dinosaur 
reservation  and  $25,000  for  an  endowment  for  the  Old  Manse 
at  Concord.

2.  That  a  rough  register  of  beautiful  or  historical  places,  in 
the  region  covered  by  the  membership  of  the  Society,  should  be 
compiled  by  the  members  of  this  local  Preservation  Committee, 
and  that  a  copy  of  the  list  so  compiled  should  be  filed  at  the 
office  of  The  Trustees. 

3.  That  the  members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee 
should,  as  far  as  possible,  endeavor  to  influence  local  govern- 
ments toward  preservation  of  the  beautiful  and  historical 
features  of  their  district. 

4.  That  the  members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee 
should  undertake  to  distribute,  from  time  to  time,  literature 
issued  by  The  Trustees. 

5.  That,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  work  of  The  Trustees, 
the  members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee  should  under- 
take to  further  the  growth  of  membership  in  The  Trustees.

TXOES  not  the  landscape  deserve  attention? 
*^  What  are  the  natural  features  which  make  a 
township  handsome? 

A  river,  with  its  waterfalls  and  meadows,  a  lake, 
a  hill,  a  cliff  or  individual  rocks,  a  forest,  and 
ancient  trees  standing  singly.  Such  things  are 
beautiful;  they  have  a  high  use  which  dollars  and 
cents  never  represent. 

If  the  inhabitants  of  a  town  were  wise,  they 
would  seek  to  preserve  these  things,  though  at  a 
considerable  expense. 

It  would  be  worth  while  if  in  each  town  a  com- 
mittee were  appointed  to  see  that  the  beauty  of  the 
town  received  no  detriment.  If  we  have  the  biggest 
bowlder  in  the  country,  then  it  should  not  belong 
to  an  individual,  nor  be  made  into  a  doorstep.  As 
in  many  countries  precious  metals  belong  to  the 
crown,  so  here  more  precious  natural  objects  of 
rare  beauty  should  belong  to  the  public.
